cal, but The Man ſhall be put to Death, ſaith the Lord; 
& the Congregation ſtoned him without the Camp. 
So you-may ſee, here was no Unſavoury Language 
given to him. 

And ſes, in Exod.16. at the Rebelling of Corab, 
Dathan and Abiram, when Moſes gave Sentence ac- 
cording to the Word of the Lord, 1f theſe men dye 
the Common Beathof all men, or if they be viſited after 
the Viſitation of all men, then the Lord hath n:t ſpoken 
70 mt, &c. And now Moſes, the Judge, did not ſay, 
Theſe Raſcals, or Rogues, OT Sirrah, or Whoreſon, as 
 many-that profeſs them/el ves Chriftizs will do now. 
And in Levit. 24. the Man that they put in Ward 
" till the Mind of the Lord might be ſhewed congern- 


ing him, which had Blaſphemed the Name of God, - 


and Curſed; and then the Lord ſaid, Thet he ſhould 
be ftened to death; and the Sentence of Moſes was, 
That all that heard him, they- ſhould lay their Hands on 
his Head, Ando there was no Sirrab, nor Unſavou-

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Andin Geyefts 20. wth lies brought be-=*- 
fore Abimelech; the Heathen, who was a Ruler, he -
